GLOUCESTERSHIRE — MURDER or А Potrceman.—At the 
Gloucestershire Assizes, before Mr. Justice Ryles, Robert Morgan, 27, 
labourer, was indicted for the wilful murder of Christopher Wick- 
ham, at the Welsh Back, Bris'ol, on Sept. 25h. On the night of the 
8rd of August the deceased, who was in tbe Bristol force, was on 
doty in the Welsh Back, Bristol. The prisoner was behaving 
indecently to a woman in the street. The deceased interfered, and 
told him to go home quietly, and went on his beat, walking a 
little behind the prisoner. ‘The prisoner, ou reaching the corner of 
the street, waited for tbe policeman, who then teld him if he didn't 
go home he should take him to the station house, and he laid his 
hand upon the prisoner’s sboulder, who then kicked him on the 
shins and stabbed bim in the neck, uncer the ear, cutting the 
carotid artery, and penetrating to another artery, and he died from 
the effects of the wound on the 25!h Beptember. The jury 
found a verdict of “ Guity of murder," with a recommenda'ion 
to mercy, and the learned judge then passed sentence of death on 
prisoner in tha usual form. Оп leaving the dook, the prisoner, in 
answer to his lordsbip’s “Мау the Lord have mercy on your 
soul !” said, * Thank you, my lord; 1 think He has."

The mother did not , and the 
child, being let with the young lady, wes takem by her to her 
father's house i» Bristol, and there for some time it remained, sub- 
sequently being removed to Sr. Peter's Hospital Afterwards, at a 
meeting of the poor-law guardians, a woman residing at Chatterton- 
street, Bristol, went before the board, and stated thatthe young lady 
to whom the child had been given was іп fact the actual mother, and 
had been confined at her house eleven months previously. This as- 
gertion was subsequentiy denied by the young lady and her father; 
and shortly afterwards the child in question was removed from the 
workhouse, and во far the mater ended The denouement of this 
ratber romantic drama of real life, however, took piace a: au inquest 
held before Mr. Serjeant Payne, at the 3porteman Tavern, South- 
wark Bridge-road, ou the body of a male child, twelve months old, 
known as George Frederick Koss, but whose real name was dis- 
covered to be Hansell. Mr. Lewellyn, of Blackman-street, deposed 
that the child, which was about twelve months old, died from inflam- 
mation of the lungs and bronchial tubes. Mrs. Humpbreys, а 
widow, living in George-street, said she had the child to nurse for 
ten months, and it һай been brought back to her six weeks before it 
died. In reply to questions by the jury, the witness further stated 
that the mother of the child lived in Bristol. She understood that 
the sister of the lady gave the child away in а railway carriage as 
they were going to Bristol; and the reason why it was done was 
because she was about to get married, and wanted to ge: rid of the 
child, and it was taken to the Bristol Union, and there it remained 
five weeks Тһе sister of the mother of the child stated that the 
child was registered at Bristol ір the name of George Frederick 
Hansell.

AN ENGLISHMAN IN RUSSIA. 


Tux following is а translation from an article in а French paper 
published ət St. Petersburgh :— 

“ Died at St. Petersburgh, on the 26th of November, 1862, Mr. | 
Thomas Budd Shaw, M.A., өй Cambridge, Professor of t;uglish 
Literature in the Imperial Lyeeum, and Jecturer upon the same 
subject in our university. Mr. Shaw was only forty-nine years of | 
age; he died of an aneurigm. This dis'inguished man was one of 
the most worthy representatives of the British nation thet we have | 
ever had among vs, and leaves behind him the unanimous regrets | 
of the large circle of persons who had the advantage of knowing 
him. His happy and amiable temper and the firmness of bis cha- 


vaster acquired for bim the attachment of those who were admitted 
to his intimeoy, while his vast erudition, the originality and vivacity 
of his great intelligence, his talent as & writer, and his high moral 
quilitieg. to whieh wes added а rare modesty, secured for him 
universal We may add, that Mr. Shaw, whose talents were 
highly appreciated in his own country, hae made gome very good 
translations from our principel writers, and he has greatly con- 
tributed to make known in England the works of Pousohkine, Ler- 
aan tow, l and others. His funeral took place to-day (Моп- 
dag, the ist of December). А large number of persons assembled 
at eleven o'clock in the English church, whese the servico was per- 
formed tory to the mierment. Their Imperial Highnesses 
tbe Grand Dakes Viadiwir and Alexis, as well as the Princess of 
Legobtenburg, attended the ceremon), honouring by their presence 
the memory of the eminent professor whose pupils they had been. 
We remarked among those assembled General Maller, cirector of 
the Lyoeum, the students of the upper class of that establishment, 
and several former students of the Lyceum. Mr. Shaw was ono of 
the professors the most beloved at tho |.yoeum, and the students 
themselves bore his mortal remains to their last resting-place, 
sharing this privilege with some private fiiends of the deceased. 
He was buried in the cemetery of Тешеіета. Mr. Bezobrazo, в 
former student at the Lyceum, and Mr. Machine, pronouuced some 
touching words over the grave so prematurely opened, and M 
Kireyevski, another student of the same establishment, recited some 
excellent verses, written бу himself in English for the mournfal 
occasion."

RAILWAY COLLISION NEAR MANCHESTER. 

Тик express train from London to Manchester on Saturfay night 
was nearly annihilated when within about four and a half miles of 
its destination. It left the Euston Siation as usual at five o'clock p.m., 
and was due at Manchester at 10 10 pm. It was nearly twenty 
minutes bebind time on passing Heaton Norria (Stockport) and 
bad only proceeded a short distance beyond that station when the 
engine ard carrieges left tbo metal. From what cause the train 
went «ff the rails is not known, tnt i went cff on the ont or 
westerly side. It js believed that the points were at fault at 
the juuction of the line to Goide-brióge. Owing to the line 
being ballasted at this part with sand, the train was brought 
to a stand without much damage either to the carriages or 
passengers, and the guard, where ven wae next to tbe engine, 
тап towards the rear of tte train with his red (danger) lamp. Almost 
before he could get there, however, an engine came up behind, and 
ran into the train with great force, almost smashing tbe whole of it 
to atoms The train consisted of two first-class and a second-class 
carriage, besides the van. One of the first-class was broken through 
the middle, the wheels were knocked off, and the body kuocked al- 
most into splinters. Тһе &«cond-clas& carriage was also a complete 
wreck, the only portion of it left above the bed of the carriage being 
one sipgie partition (the centre one) AJl the carriages were thrown 
into оё across a deep trench by the side of the line, iutended to drain 
it. Тһе engine which compl: ted this castrophe was a pilot engine 
following the express, and it is said the driver states that, seeing the 
tail-light of the express train had suddenly disappeared in front 
of hima he goncluded that the express was further ір advance 
Шап be bad supposed, and gone round the curve at 
Levenshulme, a wile ahead. He then put оп steam 
end consequently the collision was the more severe. ЈЕ was a 
dark and stormy night, and it is suppored that, when the express 
got off the line, either its lights were extingnished by the jumping 
of the train, ог were hidden from the driver of the following engine 
by the abutments of a !vidgco. Both engines were damaged, but 
that of the express not во badly as the other one. Тһе passengers 
(of whom there were fortunately but few) escaped better than 
might have been expacted.

Wk give on this page engravings, illustrative of China, cer- 
tainly one of the most interesting countries in the world, 
the interest arising probably from its having been up to a ге- 
cent period so secluded from the nations of the earth. — 

Pekin, the capital of the Chinese empire, is situated in the 
northern part of the province of Petcheli, about twenty-six 
miles to the south of the Great Wa 1, a portion of which is re- 
presented in one of our engravings. The city stands ina 
sandy, arid plain, boundei westward by a chain of lofty 
mountains, from which descend some small streams, by whic 
part of the plain is watered ; and one of these, entering the 
city on the north, divides into several arms surrounding the 
imperial palace and forming some artificial lakes, at length, 
reuniting its waters, it falls into the Peiho twenty miles east 
of Pekin. The streets are for the most part broad, running in 
straight lines, and the houses are low, often of only one 
storey. 


PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 


WE spent а few days recently in Washington city, and while 
there saw many things and heard many things which to us 
seemed very suggestive evidence of the extraordinary pro- 
gress with which the nation is rushing on in its history. Lho 
presence of an armed guard at the gates of the executive шап- 
sion every morning, and the care taken to keep strangers out- 
side of the approaches to the building, was to us something 
new. Upon inquiry we ascertained that this guard was only 
employed to keep strangers out until the President should ar- 
rive from the Soldiers’ Home, where he has resided for шару 
months. His arrival and departure from the Executive man- 
sion are, notwithstanding the melancholy suggestions they 
render, remarkable. We saw him leave the building on Sun- 
day afternoon, and the manner was as follows :—About half- 
past five a mounted guard, numbering some thirty or more 
troopers, all armed with drawn sabres, extensive spears, dan- 
gling and rattling scabbards, fierce beards, and revolvers 
stuck in their holsters, dashed furiously through the streets 
and entered the ground north of the Presidents house. At 
the steps in front of the door, and under the archway, was a 
carriage. The officer, or one of the officers, of the mounted 
rd alighted and entered the house. In about ten minutes 
e appeared at the door, and, giving the signal, the carriage 
door was opened, the guards put themselves in martial atti- 
tudes, commands were given, and then the President, bend- 
iog under a weight of mental anxiety which has worked 
heavily upon his physical frame, appeared with a portfolio un- 
der his arm, and, with one or more soldiers at each side, wal cd 
rapidly to the carriage and en- 
tered it. Two officers jumped 
in also, the door was slammed, and 
the guard galloped into position, 
and the carriage containing the 
President of the United States was 
driven off, preceded by troopers, 
followed by troopers, and flanked 
on both sides by troopers. At 
а very rapid pace the party left 
the ground, and upon reaching the 
avenue proceeded at a rapid gallop 
up Fourteenth-street towards the 
Soldiers’ Home. All this, we con- 
fess, appear to us to be very ridi- 
culous. Even Mr. Buchanan, 
whose conscience, if it ever caused 
a — & thought мю his 
rsonal safety, ought, perbaps, to 
ave been troubled P te. чу as 
that of any one who ever held the 
office, never seemed to fear assassi 
nation or personal violence, but 
habitually walked, unattended, to i 
all parts of the city. But justice 
to Mr. Lincoln and to those who 
may have advised him to this pro- 
ceeding requires that the reasons 
for the proceeding—we mean the 
reasons furnished by public gossi 
—should also be given. Une stor’ 
runs that as the President was re- 
turning to the city on horseback 
one morning some months ago,

DISTRESS IN THE NORTH 


The following is from a Manchester letter :— 
“The subscriptions come pouring in here at the rate of 
by, and up to last night the total amount re 

ceived at Manchester in round numbers would be £400,000. 
Neither is there any cessation in the immense bales of clothing 
and blankets which arrive daily. The general character of 
the articles sent improves, too, and people seem to have dis- 
covered that it is only imposing an useless labour on the rail- 
way companies, and on the packers and porters, to send such 
things as uniform coats, liveries, ball dresses, smoking caps, 
steel petticoats, gauze or net shawls, Dundreary dressing- 
gowns [hid slippers, &c , which at first were so thoughtlessly 
mixed up with the really useful flannel shirts, peacoats, 
shooting-jackets, stuff dresses, thick shawls, and warm petti- 
coats. Iam afraid that at least twenty-five per cent of the articles 
which first arrived will never be distributed, for I have not 
visited a local store yet which has not its curiosity -room full 
of the strangest contributions, fit more for a theatrical ward- 
robe than to shelter a working population Írom the rigour of 
winter. Bome of the committees have already sold whatever 
of this kind was saleable, and bought blan ets and linsey 
petticoats with the money. Otbers have scruples of conscience 
and religiously preserve everything sent to them, though there 
cannot be the remotest chance of 
getting rid of it. When the dis- 
tress is over, there will be a fine 
Stroke of business to be done down 
here by those obliging ladies and 
gentlemen who are always adver- 
tising their readiness to clear out 
our wardrobes on the most ad- 
vantageous terms. I don't know 
whether an information would lie 
against tbe Central Committee for 
selling game without а license, 
but I really do not see in what 
other way ,they could so profit- 
ably dispose of the numerous 
batches of pheasants, &c., which 
now reach them from all parts. 
Of venison, too, they have had 
several consignments, and, to 
sink down to humbler but more 
useful articles of food, they are 
continually being advised of the 
despatch of such things as pota- 
toes, turnips, herrings, preserved 
meats, &c.

Тик new Italian Ministry is justifying the expectations of those 
who predicted that it would find a way of restoring the indepen- 
dence and dignity of the Government. Obviously one of the first 
things to be done was to close the melancholy series of pretended 
negotiations about Rome in which the duplicity of the Emperor of 
the French had engaged it, to the cetriment of Italy and to the 
discredit of the King. This has пом been cone. It would appear 
as if th» belief bad been entertained at the Tuileries, that after all 
the experience of the last two years the Emperor had only to pro- 
pose a new form of diplomatic trifling to lead the Italians again in 
the old round of ¢eception and disappointment. The anticipation 
has not proved correct. he ministers of Victor Emmanuel per- 
fectly understand the conditions of the Roman question, they 
know that Italy can only gain its capital from the justice aud good- 
will of France: but in their veiw thatis no reason why their na- 
tion shouid be played with aud humiliated even by the Master of 
Legions. Accordingly, we learn that both at Paris and at Turin 
the agents of the Emperor have been informed that the present 
policy of France is such that the Italian Government must respect- 
fully decline to enter upon negotiations with it respecting Rome 
By this act the Ministry recovers for the Italian Government the 
respect both of Italy and of Euroje— we may add, also, of France. 
The Italian Ministers must find a new starting point for their 
tieatment of the Roman question; but the first thing they had to 
do wes to raise the Government out of the slough into which it 
had fallen, and vindicate its independence. This they have now 
done, and if it pleases Louis Napoleon to amuse himeclf further 
with tendering “reforms” to Cardinal Antonelli, and receiving 
inevitablo refusals, Italy at last will sustain no part in this 


comedy.

The respondent and the co-respoudent pleaded a denial of the 
charge, and г Пеце that if adultery bad been committed the peti- 
tioner had conduced to it by his wilful separation from the re- 
spondent, and by his neglect and misconduct’ They further alleged 
that the petitioner had been guilty of adultery. 

Mr. Sergeant Ballantine, in opening the case, stated that the pst. 
tioner was a major in the Indian army. His father had been an officer 
Indian service, aud he had served in !udia ever since his boyhood, 
and had acquired great distinction When the rebellion. broke out 
the regiment which he commanded was the only native regiment 
which was faithful to England, and its fidelity was attributed to 
his conduct.

THE “COLLEEN LAWN” IN COURT. 


In the Chancery Court has been heard a case Poucicault e. Dela- 
field, being a motion for the purpose of dissolving an injunction 
which has been obtained, ex parte, by the plaintiff in the Jong va- 
cation of 1861, restraining the representation by the defendant 
at the Theatre Royal Preston of the dramatic piece called the 
* Colleen Dawn," and the scene therein mentioned and called the 
“Water Cave,” or any other piece or entertainment under the 
title of the “ Colleen Bawn." 

The defendant, by his evidence, and the arguments in support 
of his motion, raised two points—first, upon the instruction ot the 
Copyright Acts, that the plaintiff was not entitled to copyright in 
the "Colleen Bawn” from the piece having been first acted or published 
in America ; and, second, that, assuming the plaintiff to be entitled 
to copyright, there had been no infringement by the defendant, 
Whose piece, entitled “ Cushla-ma-Cree,” had been dramatized from 
* The Collegiana" by а gentleman who had not only not copied, 
bct had not even seen or read, the * Colleen Bawn." 

Mr. Southgateand Mr С. Т. Swanston anpeared for the plain- 
tiff; Mr. Rolt and Mr. Graham Hastings for the defendant, in 
support of the motion to dissolve the injunction. 

т. Boucicault had made an affidavit stating, in effect, that the 
“Colleen Bawn” was first acted in the United States in April, 
1860, but not printed or published there ; that the piece brought out 
at the New Adelphi in September, 1860, НЯ а several im- 
portant alterations from the American version, es Пу in the 
“ Water Cave” scene, and in two scenes of the third act ; and that 
the * Water Cave" scene was entirely his own invention, both 
in language and in incidents, and was nct to be found in “ The 
Collegians.” 

Mr. Koucicault was briefly cross-examined Еу Mr. Hastings, but 
— material was elicited. 

Mr. Leeson, an actor, who made an affidavit on behalf the plain- 
tiff, was also cross-examined by Mr. Rolt. He had played the part 
of Fahr Tom, in the “Colleen Bawn,” at Laura Keene's 
theatre in New York, and had heard of the theatrical pro- 
cess called * gagging,’ which was when the actor introduced lan- 
guage of his own not written down for him by the author. This 
witness, in auswer to some further questions, denied having stated 
in conversation to one of the defendant's witnesses that the Adelphi 
version was identical with the American, except in one single line, 
which had been altered by the Lord Chamberlain. 

Mr. Kolt, at the conclusion of the witness's crosg-examination, 
said that as the question of copyright could not be conveniently 
discussed upon present occasion, the motion had better stand 
over until the hearing of the cause, which might be advanced. If 
Mr. Boucicault had differed his play from the novel, the defendant 
was also entitled to exercise his ingenuity and alter the incidents in 
the novel іш dramatising it. 

Mr. Southgate: 1f you play “ Cushla-ma-Croe ” at Cardiff, and it 
is not the same as the “ Colleen Bawn,” and is uot our piece, the in- 
junction will not stand in our way. 

The Vice-Chancellor: There will be no objection to advance the 
cause, and this motion may stand over until tle hearing. ‘I'he de- 
fen must take care not to announce the name of 
the ** « olleem Bawa” or “tremendous headers" upon his bills.

CAPTURE OF AX Apsconpinc DawknvrT.— William Buckwell, described 
оя а railway contractor and manufacturer of artificial stone, of Pheeuix 
Wharf, East Greenwich, of 56, King William-strest, City, and of Сав» 
Crola, Borghomanero, Arona, in the kingdom of Italy, was placed at the 
bar before Alderman Humphery, having been bioughtirom Mont Cenis by 
Detective-sergeant Haydom, upon а warrant issued from this court in 
August last, charged with abseonding from bis liabilities. after having been 
adjadicated a bankrupt.

As soon as 
the prisoner had recovered ber senses she inquired for her baby, and stated 
that she took her baby iuto the water, tbat ıt slipped from her grasp, aud 
that not being able to recover it she made the outcry which had attacted 
attention. Parsons dragged the river and found the body of a male child 
about three or four months old. The baby was іп long clothes, The 
prisoner from the time she was rescued from the water up to the time she 
was placed at tue bar on the presemt occasion, hus maintained a resolute 
silence respecting her counexions, A nurse from the workhouse in which 
the prisoner was at first sheltered stated that the prisoner after she was 
admitted to the house asked several times where her baby was, She in- 
quired of the prisoner if she had апу frieuds in London. She seid one 
only—her iather; but she would not give апу one his address. She told 
the prisoner а dead infant, taken from the Serpentine, was іп the dead- 
house, and she might see і: if she like!. The prisoner, hewever, declined 
to do во, Mr. Knox asked the inspector if he had succeeded in learning 
any particulars ub.uttbo prisoner or her friends. inspector Swanston, A di- 
vision, said he had made all the inquiries in his power. He had written 
to Swindou, from which place the prisoner said she had come, but could 
learn nothing about her.
